SIAMESE CIVIL PROCEDURE: “a 


BUSINESS’ DISBATISTACTION. | 


‘The . Bangkok’ correspondent. of Tir

Considerable ‘ * dissatisfaction _ - exists 
among the British residents. in Siam re- 
garding the—to put it: mildly—eccentric 
working of the legal machinery of the 
country.
